■Nr)iiring the battle the Pioilnuuuosc army 
were, ut one time, completely siiiruuijdod 
by tho Austrians, but biavely repulsed 
them with groat carnage. Austrian aesort- 
ors say that there were 40,000 Austrian 
trunps at IJurr.) Jjon.ual. Marshal IJaraguay 
d'Hillii'i-s camo to tlic aid of den. Niel, and 
after driving the Austrians from ,Solferiiio, 
marched against (.'avriana lii'ights, which 
•wore strongly occupied by the Austrians, 
nttackod their position and captured it, 
c.tunpolling the Austrians to retire along 
their wliole line.- Tho allied army remain- 
od niasteis of tho hard-fought field, but, it 
appears, wore unable to pursue the retreat- 
ing c(duinns.

Turin and Paris state that the Austrians 
had .35,000 mon hora de combat, and lost 
sixteen flags and seventy-five pieces of ar- 
tiilory.

Private telegrams rrnm tlio scat nf war 
ostininto that tlie I'reiudi army have siili'ored 
iSo'severely as to be unable to rosnnio the 
offensivo. Vaguo rumors wore in circula- 
tion in I'nri.s that the lo-^s of tho rrench 
army was l-.Di]!) killod ainl wminded. The 
batllo waa fought at HoH'oriiio, a smalltown 
a few miles frmn Ooito, 

According to the latest aoeountu, the Aus 
trians were preparing for another groat 
battle, lundor the command of Field I^Iar- 
shnl Iloas.
